Emperor, and indeed of the whole Houfe 
of Auftria. : 

Aad if all chefe things turn’d the Scale of Af 
fairs in Jtaly, andon the Rhine too, no Man will 
wonders the Emperor being Embarrafs’d to the 
jaft degree. 

The Hungarians, to be fure, made their 
Market of all thefe things; andasthey received 
Arms, Money, and Officers, from the French 
and the Swedes in the Norths the King of Sug- 
den all this while gaining upon the Pole, and 
Ravaging his Country; fo they receiv'd re- 
peated affurances from the Duke of Bavaria, 
and from the French King, by means of the 
Muarefckall Marfin, ofa Powerful Diverfion and 


_Affiftance from the Arms of France and Bava- 


ria, and the Succefles they affur’d themfelves of 
in the Empire. 

I cannot but think Count 7ectely thought him- 
elf fecurer of being King of /Juugavy, at the be- 
ginning of the Siege of Vienna, than Prince Ra- 
gockfi and the Hungarians thought themfelves of 
Suppreffing and Depoting the Emperor, at the 
beginning of this laft Campaign ; and as nothing 
elle could make the former retu fe the Sovereign- 
ty of Upper Avunpary, and all the. geteae pe 
Conditions the Emperor offered him; {0 no0- 
thing elfe could now hinder the latter from ea- 


tring ona, Treaty, with the Empergr, on the 


foot of a Mediation and ; 
lad and Zien Guarantee from Zng- 

ere the old Argument, that no Treaties 
could be depended upon, and thet they could 
Bot truft tothe Honour and Faith of the Gen 
mans, would have been at amend 3 for that tho’ 
fome have been fo weak, as to fay, the Guarane 
tee of England and Holand, could fignify nothing 
to them, thefe Natians being fo remote, that 
no Afiiftange-could be given the Hungarians from 
them ; all People will allow, that the Augli{h and 
Dutch have always fo much Influence upon the 
Affairs of -the Empire, as to make themi{elves 
Regardeds always keeping it jn their Power, to 
make the Emperor very.uneafy, if he fhould de- 
ny them Reafon, and above all, are, and are 
like to be fo now, aa Accountof the Affairyof 
Spain, which do, and are like ta depend ve 
much on their Afiftance, and muft efedtually 
fink, whenever the Emperor fhall give thole two 
Nations any Provogations to chatige fides, ort 
much as to neglect him, and withdraw their At 
fiftagce. 

Whoever therefore adyis’d the Hungerien 
Melecongents not to.accept of the Mediation pf 
England and Hollgnd, at atime that the Empe- 
ror, was fy weak, that it mighe reafonably be ex- 
pected he would Condefcend very iow, advifed 
them them to ftand in their.own light, and to 
flip that opportunity, which it is to‘be op'd 
will never be put into their hands agains Sgasdsh 
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to the hazard of all the Contederated Powers of 
Chriftendom. ; 

Chis rejecting the Mediatiun and Guarantee 
of England and Hollind, foggefts feveral things 
- to my Thoughts, which tho’ they are not pro- 

ved from thence are yet fuch fair and plain Con- 
fequences of ir, that’tis te me almoft a Der:on-. 
firation. 

1. That this is not a Proteftant Infarreétion, 
as has been Noted, but that the Malecontents 
are Originally and Principally Roman Catholicks; 
however the Protcftants. may be joya’d to them,, 
{ince they would not elfe have refuled the Bice 
diation of the cwo moft Potent Branches of all 
the Proteftant Powers of Europe. 

2. Thatthey have a great many Demands that 
Religion is not Cencern’d in, and fome, which 
chofe juft Mediators might fec no reafon to infift 
upon, or be too much the Emperor’s Friend 
‘to Grant 

3. That they were leagued with fome Powers 
who are, # not Enemies,-no Friends to Eng- 
dand and /Zolland, whofe Influence was more Pre- 
dominate with them, and who Byafs’d them to 
flight their Friends, againft their own Apparent 
Intereft. 

The latter of thefe feems paft Contradiétion, 
fince thefe Powers having receiv'’d a Blow at the 
Fatal Battle of Blembeim, the Hungerians ap- 
pear willing to accept the Mediation and Preli- 
Minary Interpofition of England and Holand, 
which before they feem’d-fo much to negleé. 

From all thefe things, it will be very Natural 
toobferve, whata Crifis the Emperor’s Affairs 
were reduc’d to, before the Englifb and: Durch 
Forces Refcu’d them from the Deftruttian that 

was joft at the Door; and how foon the Aun- 
g4rian on one hand, or the Baverian on the other, 
or both United, might have rendred' themfelves 
Mafters of his Capital City, and Imperial Crown; 
but of this by the way. 

That there was a Concer* of Meafures be 
eween thefe People and the Bevarians, is plain, 
from fundry Perfons, and Letrers Apprehended 
and Intercepted, Pafing and Re- paffing to and 
ficom one to the other; the Bavarian actenipting 
Tyrol, was an early difcovery that his Defign was 
by the plain Country of Stiris and: Carintbiz to 
wake his way toa Junétion of Forces with the 
Hungarians, who at thefame time prefling upon 
Greatis, bid fair to open a door to receive the 
French and Bavarian Succours. 

But Heaven forbid the Succefs of all thefe 
deep laid Defigns, by the Hungarians failing of 


their ends, on the Frontiers of Croatiz, and by 
the Repulle the Duke of Bavaria met with in: 
the Mountains of Tyrol; by which the Duke de 
Vendofme afterwards mifs’d of his Defign, who 
fpent his time to no Purpofe, Bombarding of 
Trent, till the Affairs of Jsaly cali’d him back to 

look after the Duke of Savoy. 7 

What a Complication of Circumftances was 
here, to unhinge the United Enemy ——— All 
thele things failing, you find ar exaét Harmony 
of their Proceedings ; ftill the Duke of Bavariz 
preffes on the Danube, takes Paffan, and Ad- 
vances as far as Tintz, within 30 Leagues of Vi- 
enna; the Hungarians at the fame time quit the 
Defign te Croati2z, and come up the Dumube, 
within 5 Leagues of Vienna, from whence their. — 
Parties Ravage the Country up to the very 
Gates. 

Whar but a Storm, our Enemies could not 
forefee, nor we hoyie for, could have unravell'd 
all this Clue ?- nothing but fuch a Blow as never 
was firuck befere, could-prevent the Conjun&- 
on between the Aungarizns and the Duke of Bae 
varis; and confequently the Ruin of the Empe- 
ror, and by the fame Confequence, all the Con- 
federacy. 

Bat this Storm is come, and the Empercr’s. 
Affairs havea new Face, and now they will ace- 
cept of ovr Mediation ———= Bur as they infft 
upon Conditions remote to the Original Quar-. 
rel, I canrot forelee a Conclufion to the Ad- 
vancement of Peace. 

And I muft-be excufed here, if! fiill fay, by the 
Demands made, it is no rare a Queftion with me, 
whether the Detign of this Infurreflion was the 
reftoring ofReligion; for what then can bethe _ 
Meaning of Prince Rugo-}i demanding the Prin- 
cipality of Jranglvania to himfelf, and what Co. 
herence has this with the Pretence-of ‘National _ 
Grievances, whether Civiior Religions ? : 

Now let the Prince’s Pretencesto Tranflvanias — 
be what they will, € rhe Civil and Religious 
Rights of Auagury were ina Metiod of Settle- 
ment; ifthe Conceffions of the Emperor, and 
the Preliminaries of the Mediators are Gompre- ~~ 
henlive of the Seeuritics which are Reasonable 
to be asked on one handy and be granted on the 
other; if Peace be in Profpe€t, fo-as Perfecution 
may Ceafe, and Civil Rigbt-be Eftablith’d ; and 
ifall this foutd be loft, oniy becawle Prince Ra 
gockfi cannot be made Wayvode of Tranfylvanias 
will not all the World: fay, he prefers his Private 
Intereft and Grandeur to all the Religious or 
Civil Advantages ofhis Couatry ? Will not all
